Dr. James A. Harder, re¬ 
search director of the Aerial 
Phenomenon Research Organi¬ 
zation of Tucson, Arizona, was 
in Calgary Friday for a public 
lecture on UFOs at the Centen¬ 
nial Planetarium 

Ka told The Herald he had 
learned from a scientist who 
was fired from the Condon com¬ 
mission that if the commission 
came to a positive conclusion 
(about the existence of unidenti¬ 
fied flying objects) they would 
not have made it public. 

“If you consider all of the 
ramifications of making such an 
admission,” he said, "consider 
the impact on the whole world, 
including the impact on our for¬ 
eign policy.” 

WE COULDN'T COPE 
He said earthlings would not 
be able to cope philosophically 
with the concept that there is a 
superior intelligence which is 
either manning the UFOs which 
have been sighted, or are dir¬ 
ecting their operations over our 
planet through computers and 
other sophisticated and highly 
technical equipment beyond our 
capability to either construct or 
understand. 

There is evidence in favor 
of the thesis that UFOs arc un¬ 
der extra-terrestrial control, he 
said. 

This evidence is beyond a 
reasonable doubt, so that if it 
were presented as evidence in 
a court of law, the verdict on 
the existence of UFOs would be 
positive. 

REASONABLE ARGUMENTS 
However, the scientist con¬ 
ceded that there are reasonable 
arguments against UFOs, argu¬ 
ments which are advanced by 
sensible opponents to the phen¬ 
omena. 

He considered however, that 
the evidence in favor of their 
existence wins out. , 

Dr. Harder is particularly in¬ 
terested in two phases of UFO 
study: propulsion, and composi¬ 
tion of metals used in their 
manufacture. 1

Mr. Sanderson told The 
Gazette yesterday, .."is that 
the creatures aren’t seals but 
giant sea cows.” 

"I reject that possibility 
because underwater sonar 
studies show the creatures 
have four flippers, while a sea 
cow only has two.” 

Mr. Sanderson is equally 
convinced of the fact that, 
there’s a whole mess of 
Nessies rather than one 
because of other underwater 
radar studies, 

"Besides,” he reasons, “you 
can’t have a single monster — 
it's got to have parents.” 

Mr. Sanderson’s interests 
are not limited to sea 
monsters, although he refuses 
to study "kooky, occult stuff 
such as ghosts.” 

He does believe, however, 
that there is intelligent life 
elsewhere in the universe than, 
on earth. ■ 

In fact, he says, lie himself 
was favored with a visit by a 
"very bright, oval-shaped” 
UFO on his New Jersey farm. 
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FO Sighting Here Studied

An unidentified flying object 
[UFO] that beams a dazzling 
ray of light to the grouud has 
been reported in the Palatine- 
Lake Zurich area and is being 
investigated by members of 
Northwestern university’s as¬ 
tronomy department, it was 
learned yesterday. 

The object, which was 
described as. saucer-shaped, 
frightened two teen-age boys 
and caused the owner of a 
stable to wake up his employes 
to look at ib 

Dr. J. Allen Ilynek, director 
of the astronomy department, 
said the reports of the object 
appeared genuine and that he 
is continuing an investigation 
into the matter to determine if 
the UFO can be explained. 

“You have to conclude from 
talking to these people that 
they are either badly mistaken 
or that they really did see an 
unusual object in the sky,” he 
said. 

2 Alternatives Cited 

Dr. Hynek, who has been a 
UFO investigator for the air 
force for 20 years, said that 
descriptions of the object that 
flew over Lake Zurich bears 
striking similarities to other 
UFOs reported in America and 
other countries. 

At least three independent re¬ 
ports of the object, which was 
sighted on the night of May 12, 
have been made. Dr. Hynek ; 
asked that anyone else who 
saw the object in the Palatine- 
Lake Zurich area between 9:30 
and 11:30 p.m. call him at 
492-7650. 

The preliminary investigation 
has shown that neither the '

A University of Victoria professor doesn’t want to 
believe in uni dentified flying objects — but he does. 

“I wish they didn’t exist,” 
said Dr. P. M. H. Edwards, 
professor of linguistics, “They 
worry me — I don’t know what 
they’re after. 

“Its not wise to ridicule the 
subject of UFOs in the face of 
the massive body of evidence." 

Edwards, a notcl Canadian 
“u f o 1 o g i s t”, was speaking 
Wednesday night to about SO 1 
people at a public meeting of the 
Vancouver Area Flying Saucer 
Club, hi The Manhattan, 1727 
West Broadway. 


He said the skeptic human,£ 
rather than being just unable toj’ 
believe in such phenomena, 
doesn’t want to believe. 

SMARTER TUAN US 
“We all have an innate fcol-ji 
ing that we are the highest 
creatures in the universe,” be 
said. “We don’t want to believe 
there are any people smarter 
than us.” 

Edwards said many explana¬ 
tions are used to explain baf-b 
fling phenomena that people 
don’t understand. 

He included such concepts as 
religious and psychic experi¬ 
ences, and belief in objects ori¬ 
ginating in the fourth or fifth,, 
dimension and the future, andjl 
he suggested that often these 
may be UFOs of an extra¬ 
terrestial origin. 

He cited an example of a 
priest in Australia who reported £ 
seeing a green disk and thought J 
it was an archangel. ‘ 

"I’ve never heard of a green, 
disc-shaped archangel,” he said. e

Edwards said scientists were' 
reluctant to investigate UFOs 
seriously because of embarrass¬ 
ment and anticipated ridicule, 
but said the United States Air 
Force was clearly concerned 
about tire subject. 

•MILITARY BELIEVE’ 

It was evident to anyone who 
investigated the writings and 
facts, he said, that the military 
were aware of and believed in 
UFOs and were suppressing in¬ 
formation about them. 

“The air force tactics are 
proof that they exist,” he said, 
“but most of the public is bliss¬ 
fully ignorant. 

“There are sightings all the 
time but the newspapers give 
us the impression that nothing 
is happening.” 

Throughout his talk, Edwards 
quoted many scientists and ac¬ 
counts of sightings but admitted 
in a question period that, aside 
from a "couple of lights which 
may have been UFOs,” he 
hadn’t seen any himself. 

CANNOT IGNORE THEM - 
“Which is a good indication 
that a person can’t see a UFO 
by sheer will-power,” he said. 

“I’ve been studying them and 
have wanted very much to see 
one for the last 15 or 16 years 
and haven’t been able to prod¬ 
uce one yet” • 

Edwards still doesn’t like the 
idea of UFOs but has not been 
able to ignore them since, as a 
student, a professor warned him 
not to laugh at the subject until 
he knew something about it 
He began reading he said and 
became convinced they existed, 
until today he is somewhat of 
an authority — an anxiety-rid¬ 
den and depressed authority -— 
who “sincerely wishes these 
things didn’t exist”

Mr. Loftin believes some UFO sightings 
are true, but fear of not being believed 
silences some reports. 

He writes he believes the policy of the 
government in ordering the Air Force to 
discredit reported sightings has the effect 
of suppressing the truth. 

He cites “insect authorities,” the less 
important they are, the more ikely they are 
to snap “no comment” when asked by a 
reporter for news. 

The' book also features a number of 
hoaxes, which, he says, tend to “muddy 
the water and suppress the truth.” 

A few years ago the Cherokee Courier 
published a large “gag” picture of a flying 
saucer hovering over the court house. 
Several citizens reported seeing it, too. 

.The paper later reported the saucer was 
a small plastic model that was first 
photographed and pasted on a photo of the 
court house. The composite was the 
“copy” for the engraver. 

Meanwhile, two neighbors have 
reported hearing the explosion and 
witnessing the flash in Le Mars Saturday 
night

The UFO report: 

Condon study falls short 

SCIENTIFIC STUDY OF UNIDENTIFIED FLYING OBJECTS 
conducted by the University of Colorado, edited by Daniel 
S. Gillmor (Bantam Books, New York. 1969, $1.95 pa¬ 
perback, 965 pp) 

Reviewed by Robert M. L. Baker Jr. 

This half-million-dollar, 965-page report probably 
represents the ultimate case against the UFO "cult”— 
in fact, it was to be the last scientific word on that 
controversial subject. But, paradoxically, the report 
contains some evidence suggesting that the UFO 
phenomenon should be studied further. 

It is an unfortunate feature of the report that the 
most provocative and unexplained UFO sightings are 
virtually hidden between extensive discussions of ex¬ 
plained cases and often superfluous technical back¬ 
ground material. For example, it' is not until page 
164 that the first detailed study of a truly interesting, 
unexplained sighting appears. In fact, the very in¬ 
triguing sightings made by several astronauts are 
buried behind 85 percent of this section, most of which 
is concerned with irrelevant details of astronautics. 

Scientific reports are seldom burdened with detailed 
studies of those blind alleys that produced little or 
no useful data—yet the Condon report shuffles ex¬ 
plained and unexplained cases at random, in what 
seems to be an almost contrived manner—and this tac¬ 
tic confuses or diverts all but the most dedicated reader. 

If, after a preliminary investigation, it appeared 
that some UFO observations could not be easily ex¬ 
plained, they should nevertheless have been high¬ 
lighted in some way. Then the explained cases should 
have been appended in order to show how an unex¬ 
plained case might be rationalized through its 
similarity to one that is already understood. 

The real crux of the matter, finally, would be the 
analysis of W. K. Hartmann, who discusses the 
question: "Are misinterpretation and misreporting 
sufficiently common as to make credible the assertion 
that the entire UFO phenomenon, or at least the resi¬ 
dual of unidentified cases, is the result of these pro¬ 
cesses (plus deliberate hoaxes) ?” 

But where is Hartmann's crucial question finally 
treated? It is practically lost in mid-volume—-on pages 
567 to 590. A critical conclusion is made there: that 
the truly extraordinary sightings total less than 2 
percent of all UFO sightings. This, at least, is a 
factual basis for many of Condon’s preliminary re¬ 
marks. But Hartmann’s analyses should have been 
expanded within the context of unexplained sightings 
—not in the context of explained cases. 

Furthermore, there is presumably somewhere in

this study a detailed quantitative verification of Con¬ 
don’s contention that “. . . no intelligent life elsewhere 
outside of our solar systems has any possibility of 
visiting earth in the next 10,000 years.” But so far 
I have been unable to find any comprehensive analysis 
to support that figure. It should have been recognized 
that the 10,000-year quarantine on the earth ami 
Hartmann’s statistics are both vital aspects of this 
study as long as there are still unexplained UFO 
sightings. 

One can appreciate R. V. Jones’s remark (page 932) 
“. . . that they [UFOs] were either a fantasy or an 
incorrect identification or a rare and unrecognized 
phenomenon; and while I commend any genuine search 
for new phenomena, little short of a tangible relic 
would dispel my skepticism of flying saucers.” How¬ 
ever, the counter-argument is that an incorrect iden¬ 
tification of a rare and unrecognized phenomenon may 
be the clue to the discovery of a new phenomenon. 
These “new phenomena” need not necessarily be classi¬ 
fied as flying saucers transporting intelligent extra¬ 
terrestrial life; they could be some new form of 
atmospheric plasma, entering comets, or similar 
oddities. 

Indeed, it would seem to be of basic scientific value 



to determine if there were a reasonably high prob¬ 
ability that some new phenomena are at work in the 
unexplained UFO observations. The next logical step 
would be to see if a consistent pattern to these ob- 
servations exists, and then to provide a set of hy¬ 
potheses that might explain them. 

Of course, the Condon group was not expected to 
provide such hypotheses—but in view of its claim of 
insufficient data it might have suggested new data- 
collcction techniques for closing this data gap. 

In sum, the veracity of most of the study seems to 
be beyond question—the Condon group has gathered 
and analyzed a significant subset of the significant 
facts bearing on the UFO question. Moreover, the 
group has presented important (although hard to 
find) evidence that seems to justify scientific investi¬ 
gation along many general and specialized frontiers. 
Therefore, it is not the facts that are subject to 
criticism, but rather their organization and interpre¬ 
tation.

Astronomers bciicvc that one 
of the best clues to whether or 
not a piece of meteorite actual¬ 
ly hit the ground is reports of 
sounds caused by flic meteor. 
The observatory would be very 
interested in hearing from any 
person who heard a rumbling 
sonic boom aflcr the meteor 
was observed.. 

There is a possibility that a 
piece of the meteorite Inight be 
accidentally found by someone 
in northern Saskatchewan. II 
might he recognized as a new 
rock on lop of snow, or buried, 
in the snow or flic ground. It 
would have a thin hlaek crust 
on the surface, and if might be 
heavier than oilier rocks the 
'same size. It might be magne¬ 
tic enough lo affccl a cninnass 
needle, and could be as highly 
magnetic as a piece of iron.-A 
meteorite legally belongs to the 
person on whose land it falls 
and the federal government will 
pav at least $ 100.00 to buy it. 
The finder should be careful not 
to damage it. 

Anyone who thinks he has 
found a meteorite should send 
it to the Saskatoon office of the 
dominion observatory. If it is 
too large to send, he should 
write to the observatory.'
